Sixth Day of Fighting in Streets of Mexi- 


can Capital Shows No Lessen- 


ing in Fierceness. 


BATTLE 
IN GiT DETERMINATION 


Mexico City, Feb. 14.—"Die sixth day 


of fighting in the streets of the Mc\ 
icsn capital brought no diminution 
ii 


the fierceness of the battle. Up to noon 
no appreciable gain had been made by 
either side. 


The hundreds of thousands of terror- 


stricken non-comlratants have grown in- 
different as to who wins, but all in the 
city uttered a prayer this morning that 
one side or the other might bring to a 
termination the terrible artillery duel 
which has wrecked tin- city and caused 
so much loss of life and misery. 


Shells Reply to Ultimatum. 


Grim determination was expressed to- 


day by both sides. An ultimatum from 
Madero to the rebels was greeted with 
a salvo of sheels and Diaz assorted later 
in an ollicinl communication to the Uni- 
ted States ambiwrador that lie was in 
control of the city. 


Expert observers declared that Din* 


had the advantage of position in some 
respects,' but that the federal commander 
had an immense superiority in numbers 
Bnd could count on practically unlimited 
ammunition and supplies. Diaz i» also 
wull provided with ammunition for the 
present.

Reinforcements Arrive.

Rates at Inauguration Subject of Con- 


gressional Resolution. 


Washington, Feb. 14.—The quadrennial 


harvest of Washington hotels and res- 
taurants secured by rates charged to 
inauguration visitors was threatened by 
a joint resolution introduced in the bonne 
by Kepresentative Johnson, of Kentucky,

ceremonies "have generally complained 
that they have been required to enter 
into unrenBonablc contract*) at exorbi- 


tant prices." 
As n remedy the resolu- 


tion would provide that the rates be 
charged 
by 
"hotels, 
lodging 
houses, 


boarding houses, cafes, restaurants and 
similar places of entertainment" shall be 
tlie regular rates charged during the year 
prior to February 25, 1913. A penalty 
of a $100 fine for violation IB fixed by 
the resolution and tho defendant iamada • 
responsible for the maintenance of the 
complainant in Washington during the 
litigation 
if 
tho 
complainant should 


prove liis case.

Swiss Red 
Cross hospital at Geneva, 


For a long time her family was unable 
to trace her and when at last she had 
boon found her old tScotch father re- 
sented her having left his home with- 
out permission and later disapproved of 
the marriage »he had made. 


But some time prior to his death, 


forty years ago, he ma.de a secret in- 
vestment of several thousands of dol- 
lars in British Columbia iron and coal
